ture about them 
and invite us to 
t h e i r meetings.

W e can umlerstand why Paul might 
have been ashamed of the Gospel in 
Rome.

two thieves. 
Many of the early C hristians were o f 
low ly station while Rome was the cen­ 
ter of wealth, culture and power.

outwardly, yet w e too find abundant 
tem ptations to be asham ed of the 
Gospel. 
Scientific circles often ridi- 
cule its teaching as to man's origin, 
condition and destiny.

man finds it takes courage to tell his

conversion 
and 
school b»iys will jibe their fellow who 
dares to kneel at his bedside to pray.

N othing would contribute more to 
the health and happiness of the A m er­ 
ican citizen.- who are going to tight 
for the cause th an a thorough study 
of the modern arrangem ents fo r the 
m arch of an arm y corps.

m ans were successful and for many 
centuries the civilized world -poke the 
Latin tongue and was regulated by 
Roman law. 
Out of that Roman 
world grew the world we know. 
G er­ 
m any means to repeat the exploits of 
the 
Romans and make a G ennan 
world. 
If Germany succeeds in m astering 
Europe her m astery of America is 
only a question of time. 
T hat is why 
m any of us think there can be no com­ 
promise and why we think the victory 
of the Allies is as needful for America 
as fo r Europe.
